At May Meeting 

Wheat Board 
Described To 


(The purpose and function of the 
Canadian Wheat Board was ex¬ 
plained to the Vulcan District 
Chamber of Commerce at its May 
meeting by M. F. White, head of 
the Calgary office. For the inter¬ 
est of farmers, a portion of his ad¬ 
dress appears below.) 

"The Canadian Wheat Board is a 
Crown or Federal Agency respon¬ 
sible to Parliament and operated 
for the benefit of western grain 
producers. The purpose of the 
Board is to market the wheat, oats 
and barley produced in western 
Canada at such prices as it con¬ 
siders reasonable with the object 
of promoting the sale of these 
grains in Domestic and Export 
markets. 

The final influence towards the 
formation of the Board was the 
extremely low grain prices prevail¬ 
ing in the 1930’s although grain 
producers had sought such a 
Marketing Agmcy for many years 
before it was finally established 
under The Canadian Wheat Board 
Act of 1935. 

Since 1935 the Act has been 
amended several times. The pre¬ 
sent Board consists of four mem¬ 
bers appointed by the Government. 
The Board lias no capital and re¬ 
lies on Government guaranteed 
bank credit for financing its opera¬ 
tions. Except for the head office 
building in Winnipeg, it owns no 
physical facilities but makes the 
necessary arrangements with the 
owners of country elevators, term¬ 
inals, etc., for the use of their 
facilities for handling grain on be¬ 
half of the Board. 

Exactly how is the marketing of 
producers’ grain undertaken by the 
Board ? The answer is that the 
Board enters into a Handling 
Agreement each year with the 
owners of country elevators 
throughout western Canada under 
which they agree to accept delivery 
and make payment to the pro¬ 
ducers for grain delivered on the
